True, 
these three huge island sea- 
dromes (which Jimmy visited 
in imagination) are not as yet 
in existence, but every detail 
for their construction is com- 
plete and as soon a; steel • is 
available, a large shipbuilding 
company will go into produc- 
tion on the most revolutionary, 

yet practical, answer to safe 
trans-oceanic travel ever con- 
ceived. Three stepping stones of 
steel that will put ocean flying 
on the same basis as a hop from 
New York to Washington. 

The theory of seadromes is 
not new. They are the inven- 
tion of Edward R. Armstrong 
of Philadelphia, one of the 
nation's foremost construction 
engineers. 

From a practical standpoint, 
seadromes are approved by 
some of the greatest engineering 
minds. Aviation experts and 
various governmental commis- 
sions here and abroad have 
studied, examined and approved 
the technical feasibility of the 
romantic project as proposed 
by the Pennsylvania-Central 
Airlines of Washington, D. C, 
whose "baby" this is. Our high- 
est rating authorit y-— the 
American Bureau of Shipping- 



has given the "Al" stamp of 
approval to the enterprise. 

The floating terminals of the 
very near future will actually 
resemble small islands. They 
will be a mile long by 3 80 ftet 
wide and 64,1)00 tons of steel 
will go into their construction. 
Floating 70 feet above the sur- 
face of the sea, they will "ride'* 
out the worst storm as immo- 
bile as the mainland. Each 
drome will be anchored well 
out of the fog and ice zones, 
thus allowing planes to avoid 
hazardous* routes. 

Five months' time and 
$10,000,000 will go into the 
fabrication of these islands of 
steel which will be built in 
sections to allow for possible 
expansion. The "floor" of the 
drome v will be supported on 
numerous buoyancy legs, each 
of which will have its own 
center of gravity, which will 
assure perfect stabilization and 
permit it to shift with the 
wind. 

Gasoline engines, driving pro- 
pellers far below the surface, 
will move the drome at a speed 
of about eight miles an hour. 
There will be complete airport 
facilities, repair shops and re- 
fueling station at each drome. 
Gasoline will be supplied from 
tankers at a much lower rate 
than on land bases. Approxi- 
mately fifty people will be re- 
quired to operate each of the 
dromes. 

^*The importance of the sea- 
drome route to America is 
significant. The war has pro- 
duced — as all wars in the past 
have done— a vigorous, daring 



type of thinking. War seems to 
engender a brand of dashing 
enterprise that doesn't exist in 
peacetime. Men plunge, during 
war, develop and create things 
which in time of peace would 
be labeled fantastic. The sea-< 
drome is a product of such 
courageous thinking. 

The seadrome route will pro- 
vide America its only bases in 
the Atlantic. But it will do 
more than that. It will shorten 
considerably the ocean air 
routes as well. 

Weight carrying capacity of 
planes will be vastly increased 
because of the short 800-mile 
hops and the greatly reduced 
gasoline load necessary for the 

trips. This will increase by 
several hundred per cent the 
pay load possible and thus bring 
about an economy of operation 
never before possible in trans- 

* 

oceanic travel. In order to 
operate an airline profitably — * 
and safely — across- the oceans, 
it is essential to have inter- 
mediate landing stations at sea. 

Another vitally important 
project is that planes flying 
overland today can easily and 
economically fly the seadrome 
route. No new plane designs 
are necessary. 

Passengers fares will be sub- 
stantially lowered and trans- 
oceanic air mail' will boom, thus 
Stimulating international com- 
merce. 

There will be no restrictions 
as to who or what lands on the 
bases. They will be open to all 
nations which qualify. This is 
done so tha\t progress of post- 
war aviation will not be imped- 
ed and so that America can 
truly be said to be in a position 
as collaborator and not com- 
petitor in ocean air travel. 

At the presen time, the cost 
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of trans-Atlantic air travel is 
quite high. It can be ultimately 
reduced to about the same as 
overland travel — about s i x 
cents a mile. 

Edward P. Warner, vice- 
chairman of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board, gave an address 
before the Royal Aeronautical 
Society in London recently. He 
voiced some interesting figures 
and made an illuminating pro- 
phecy. He pointed out that in 
the 12 months ending June 30, 
1938, a total of 291,000 pas- 
sengers arrived in America from 
Europe by steamship, while 
276,000 made the opposite jour- 
ney. Of these, 74,000 and 
50,000, respectively,. were in the 
first and cabin classes. 

"A substantial proportion of 
the tourists," said Mr. Warner, 
"undoubtedly welcome the sea 

voyage for its own sake and 
will prefer to keep it as part 
of their holiday. 

"Nevertheless," he added, "I 
believe that it would not be too 
sanguine to anticipate that half 
of the maximum pre-war ocean 
travel in the first and cabin 
classes will be shifted to the 
air." 

In considering trans-Atlantic 
traffic we are reckoning with 
the interchange between popu- 
lations of 90,000,0.00 and 
250,000,000, respectively — con- 
sidering only the eastern third 
of North America and the 
western half of Europe as being 
major contributors to trans- 
Atlantic movement — with the 
centers of population separated 
by about 3700 miles. 

"Upon all these bases," con- 
tinued Mr. Warner, "I believe 
it reasonable to anticipate a 
post-war average of 600 pas- 
sengers by air per day in each 
direction between the United 



States, Canada, the British Isles 
and Continent of Europe. • . ." 

London-New York schedules 
will take about fifteen .hours 
(depending upon how long one 
wishes to vacation on the sea- 
drome islands), while in the 
opposit^ direction they will 
average 21 hours, Warner pre- 
dicts. It seems probable, he 

* 

claims, that two classes of 
service will be offered to those 
who are willing to contribute 
to a reduction of empty weight 
by accepting "comparatively 
Spartan" accommodations. 

The answer to all this is the 
seadrome, which is expected to 
make ocean flying as routine 
and dependable as any trip 
overland. It is believed that by 
the collective use of this system 
the resulting economy will 
make European travel and va- 
cations within the reach of 
everyone. Similarly, it is ex- 
pected to make visitations and 
vacations possible for Europeans 
who have heretofore been un- 
able to afford them. . 

I 

This war will bring about 
an amazing array of benefits to 
mankind. Radar, television 
(which is in a state of perfec- 
tion comparable to radio in 
1926), air-conditioning of a 
type which will put to shame 
the systems we now use, plastics 
used for the manufacture of 
countless articles, automobiles . 
of a radical design — some of 
them fitted with folding wings 
and a propellor so that it will 
be possible to fly in them when- 
ever desired.

These things are the products 
of war-thinking. ' 

The next era of peace will 
be one that historians can go to 
town chronicling. It will be 
the greatest era the world has 
ever known.
